payment, and whose acts have the sanction oi law. 
I his Department was small in its beginning, which ren­ 
dered such organization of little importance; but its 
grow th, especially within the last few years, has been 
bevond all anticipation. 
The rapid improvements of our 
coattry, the spreading of its population over its widely 
extended domain, and the increasing fondncis for intelli­ 
gence, even among the most distant frontier settlements 
have called for a progressive increase of mail facilities 
beyond all former example and the responsibility of 
granting or denying them— is in the Postmaster General 
alone.

Serious Charge against the Presiih nt of the 
U nited S ta tes, and thi 
Directors o f the United 
S ta tu B a n k.—A man of rather respectable appear­ 
ance, who »aid his name was \N alter Holbrook, origin­ 
ally from Tolland, in Connecticut, hut who has resided 
several year* in this < ity , cume into the Police Office, 
on Friday, and informed the magistrate that he wanted 
to lodge a complaint against Andrew Jackson and the 
Directors of the Fnited States Bank. 
On being asked 
the nature of his complaint, lie said that his own name 
wa* Andrew Jackson, and that about forty years ago, 
when lie wu* a child, the then Congress gave him a 
grant of several millions of dollars on account of ser- 
viees rendered to the country by his father. 
T he money 
was not to he paid until the complainant should be 21 
years of age, and when that period arrived, the present 
President of the I nited Stales applied for the money, 
alleging that he was the real Andrew Jackson to whom 
the money was granted by Congress. 
I he demand on 
the part of the President was opposed by the complain­ 
ant, and a law-suit ensued between them, and the 
money was lodged in the United State# Bank, by order 
of the Court, until the ease should he decided. 
In the 
mean time, the second Andrew Jackson became Presi­ 
dent of the United State*, and immediately commenced 
intriguing with the Bank to get the complainant s mon­ 
ey out of it. 
The result of the matter was, that the 
President and Bank agreed to div ide the money between 
them, and never pay any portion of it to the complain­ 
ant. 
The President had already taken his share of the 
plunder in the eight millions of deposite* he drew out, 
and the Bank would keep the remainder unless the 
magistrate interfered to prevent it. 
As to the quarrel 
between the President and the Bank, the complainant 
said it was all a humbug— u mere show, to prevent the 
people from suspecting that both the President and the 
Bunk bad cnterred into a conspiracy to rob the com­ 
plainant of his just rights. 
The magistrate listened very patiently to the story of 
the complainant, who, it is needless to say, was not 
exactly sani m entis, and dismissed him by expressing 
a regret that he could not interfere in the matter.— A'.

D esperate A ttem p t at Suicide.—Seldom have we 
felt more commiseration than for the subject of the fol­ 
lowing article. 
W illiam Wallace was born in Belfast, 
in 1790, of rich and respectable parents ; but being of 
an ungovernable temper, he soon soared beyond the 
control of his relatives, and was sent to sea as a mid­ 
shipman on hoard the frigate Wildfire. 
He distin­ 
guished himself greatly at the battle of 'Trafalgar, but 
t>j > 
teinnpr iiuliined him at the close ot 
the action t«> strike his first l.ientenam, tor wntcn ne 
was dismissed the navy. 
He returned home, and at 
the expiration of a year, like another George Barnwell, 
attempted the life of his uncle, by firing a pistol at him, 
because he would not supply his extravagant demands 
caused by his keeping in a style of greut splendor a 
young lady whom he hud abducted, although he was 
not then seventeen years old ! 
For this offence, he was 
ob liged to fly his country. 
He came lo A m nico, and 
entered the merchant service. 
Here he passed several 
years of his life, with credit to himself and profit to his 
employers, until, in a severe gale in the winter of 1825, 
lie fell from the main topsail yard arm of the Georgia, 
and broke his leg. 
Amputation being unavoidable, 


“hi* batter’d old hulk 
Couldn’t be rigged out for aeaanv more.” 
He now “ eked out” a livelihood by grinding coffee 
and pepper, {tapering up tobacco, sawing and carrying 
in wood, kc. for tliose who had known him in better 
«lays. 
After the loss ofhis leg, he took little or no 
| pride in himself, became gloomy and melancholy, took 
to drinking, and spent the greater part of his time in 
grog holes. 
On Saturday last, he entered the liquor 
store 439 Pearl »t. and ufter drinking considerably said 
ho was tired of life, and wished all around an eternal 
farewell. 
I le went out into the yard and pitched head 
foremost into the cistern, the water in which was about 
five feet in d»*pth, the surface of the same being three 
feet below the ground ; he was pulled out immediately, 
hut broke from the person who held him and plunged 
m a second time, and struggled to keep his head under ; 
the curb being cut away, lie was again dragged out and 
carried into the house ; being left to himself, he made 
a third attempt, and was taken out apparently lifeless ; 
but by proper exertions he was recovered. 
Huntington, 
the police officer, was sent for, who took him before 
Justice Hopson. 
He stated that he was tired of the 
world, for his former friends hud grown tired of him, 
and that the only folly he had been guilty of was in 
ATTEMPTING to drown himself and not doing it effec­ 
tually, 
He v\;tssent to the almshouse.— JK'. Y. T ra n ­ 
script.
